Fourth Specie Election Requirement: Applicants elect Specie H: Devices with 



electrodes or electrical separation such as isoelectric focusing. Claims 1-27, 29, and 32-78 read 
theron. 



Fifth Specie Election Requirement: Applicants elect Specie A: 



Devices/combinations without sample component detection components. Claims 13-16, 19-29, 31- 
35, 38-44, 47-60, 62-66, 69, 70, and 73-78.
